REMARKS 

In the Office Action noted above, the Office has indicated that claims 1-25 are 
subject to a restriction and/or election requirement. The Office has indicated that the 
application contains claims directed to two patentably distinct species of the invention, that 
is, the invention as shown in Fig. 1 and that as shown in Fig. 6. The Office has required 
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that the Applicant elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits. The 
Office has indicated that claims 1, 2, 8-16, 19-21 and 25 are generic. 

The Office is advised that the Applicant elects to prosecute the invention as seen in 
Fig. 1. Claims 1-3, 6-16, and 19-25 are readable thereon. 

This restriction election is made without traverse.
